curity legislation this session. It was 
feared that introducton of the Health 
Insurance Bill might be delayed be- 
cause of the difficulty of holding an 
early Dominion-Provincial Conference 
To obviate this a conference of fed- 
eral and provincial health ministers 
and deputy ministers has been ar- 
ranged for three days. starting May 
10, at which it is hoped to reach an 
agreement which will permit early 
action to inaugurate a dominion-wide 
health insurance program. 


@ Opposition Supports 
Industrial Bank— 


Both the government and members 
of all parties are devoting a great 
deal of attention now to steps design- 
ed to solve post-war difficuites and 
maintain or increase employment, 
prosperity and the living standards of 
the people. The Government plan for 
an Industrial Development Bank in- 
tended mainly to aid small industries 
and convert war plants back to civil- 
ian production is well advanced. 


@ War Weapons Cost Reduced— 


Reduction in price of war equip- 
ment due to development of mass pro- 
duction and revision of contracts will 
save the Dominion more than $100, 
000,000 this year. On Harvarl train- 
ing planes which orignally cost $23, 
400, but are now beng made for $5,000 
les per machine, the saving this year 
will be $6,000,000. On rifles, cost of 
which was reduced from $62 each to 
$32, the saving this year will be $9, 
000,000. Universal carriers original- 
ly cost $4,500, but the pmice has been 
cut to $3,000. This will save $16,200, 
000 this year. Careful comparison of 
the Canadian purchasing and contract 
system for war supplies shows that it 
has operated as well or betier for the 
taxpayers as that of any other country 
Cost of many items, including anti- 
aircraft gun barrels, has been cut in 
half since the start of the war. 


@ Canada Seeks Beef Contract— 


Possibility that Canada may con- 
clude a large beef contract with Bri- 
tain has developed. Due to the for- 
eign policy of Argentina, Canada and 
the United States may taken over the 
shipment of beef to the United Kine 
dom. Consideration is being given to 
sanction against the Argentine. which 
supplies Britain with the major por- 
tion of imported beef. Outside of 
that possibility, increased needs of 
armed forces in Britain may result 
in considerable beef purchases from 
Canada. While this might mean re 
sumption of meat rationing in the Do- 
minion, it would mean an assured 
market for Canadian beef. Hon. J. G, 
Gardiner, Minister of Agriculture, ig 
trying to negotiate a contract that 
will run for several years, thus pro 
tecting the cattle raisers of the Do 
minion for a considerable period

Instead of a new and better world 
we have created new and more pow- 
erful means to destroy life and prop- 
erty. “The history of mankind,” said 
a philospher, “is a perpetual race be- 
tween the culture of his spirit and 
catastrophe.” Today we see how 
very true this {s. And what’s more. 
we see catastrophe overtaking spirt- 
ual culture in the race with every 
prospect of it winning a complete 
victory. 

The neglect, or denial of spiritual 
culture has loosed a measure of death 
and destruction upon man that stag: 
gers the imagination. 

Let us no dream of a better world, 
or even a warless world, nor a more 
just social order until the heart of 
man is possessed of more goodness 
and sympathy and less by selfishness 
and greed. The heart regulates the 
balances between good and evil. It 
alone can determine whether we, to- 
day, are building for a warless world 
or for still more devastating wars in 
the future. 

Chas. W. Wood, distinguished Jour- 
nalist, in 1930 wrote— “The altenat- 
ive to war is not law. The alternat- 
ive to war is friendship.” 

Friendship— a divine quality in the 
soul of man finding its source and in- 
spiration in true religion. Friend- 
ship—- that spirit of inner compulsion 
driving us to seek the welfare of our

When we possess this we shall use 


lj our new-found powers for the good, 


and not for the destruction of our fel- 
lowman, For the good of all and not 
merely for the benefit of the few fav-

A better world can only be built by 
better man. Man can only become 
better as he links his life closely to 
God. We neglect spiritual culture at 
our own peril. If we have learned 
| that lesson from the present war we 
prere be on our way to building a new 
world - not otherwise. 

Aeroplanes that today carry heavy 
bombloads to obliterate whole cities 
could more safely carry foodstuffs to 
the millions dying of starvation in 
India and China. Need we ask why 
this is not being done? 

Merely because we do not think it 
is nearly so important to feed the 
starving millions, nor so urgent as it 
ig to destroy whole cities by bombing. 

That which seems most important 
to man is the yardstick by which 
alone we can measure the quality of 
man in any generation, both in the 
nation and individual alike. The bal- 
ances are too heavily weighted on the 
side of ill-will and destruction today 
because God has been jushed too far 
into the background of life - if not 
out of it altogether. True what the 
speaker said— Culture is unbalanced 
and the spiritual life of man is at too
